Here is progressiveness in the form of 
an athletics instructor, the local represen- 
tative of i rywide system. And 
ere is hidebound conservatism in the 
form of Albanian mammas, who regaril 
any sport played in running shorts and 
folluwed by a cold shower as a sure road 
to earhy death, 

Then there is the story of the draining 
of Lake. Maliqi. A nascent and ambit 
roverntnent. wishing to reckim thousands 
of acres of cultivatuble land, sald the con- 
cession to a company. Its foreign engi- 
neers cut sluices, and the first dredging: 
iathine ever seen in Alhania was set up. 








Now, some generations before, the Jake 


had been created hy torrents which liad 
rashed down the hills, submerging several 
‘Tosk villazes, One of these days, so said 
local Tesk tradition, Lake Maligi would 
recede, viclding back to grandsons the sul- 
lacustrine acres of their ilsires, 

Miraculously, as it were, Lake Mali 
now receded, revealing to the astonished 
Tosk pensants gaze their long-lost chim- 
ney pots and ancestral luads.

tn hour or so later the tortion rorpee 
witened magnificently, as our car took 
hairpin curves around the rocky profiles 
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They are probably the descendants of the 
ancient Ulyrians, whom tar derived from 
the Pvlasgic root race, of which we catch 
echoes in Greek literature. 

Until archeology throws more side liyhts 
om the Albanian language, philological 
opimons thereon must differ, These clan 
variously that a third of Albanian words 
are of Pelasgic origin; that the langage 
descends from’ the ancient Miyrian ana 
hod no kinship with Greek; that it js the 
most ancient tongue in Eerape and is the 
mother of Latin and Greek, 

Whatever Plato and Herodotus would 
lave thought of the last statement, they 
both recorded that the Greeks borrowed 
their divinities from the Pelasgians, And, 
according to some philolegists, that view 
is supported hy the fact that “Zeus,” 
“Nemesis,” and “Rhea derive from the 
Shkipertan see (voice), weme (maledic- 
tien), and rive (cloud). 

Albarn is on-acorm of the [llvrinn ook. 
Like some great tree, that ancient king- 
dom spread its shadow over pinis, north- 
western Macedonia, and mich of what is 
now Juroslavia: Dt gradually decayed tn- 
der the onslaughts of Macedonian Philip 
and of his famous son, Alexander. Then, 
abot the time that Rome had made toc 
on her war slogan of “Delenda est Car- 
thaca,” she turned ber attention to trans- 


adnate comquest and Ubyria was split into: 


three imperial depenlencies. 

Followin ais division of the Empire, Tl- 
lyria fell tothe Goths, and later to the south- 
ward-sweeping Hulgars, ‘Thus pressed 
back, the Illyrian, Epirote, and Macedi- 
nan clans consolidated thentselyes in what 
miter geography knows as Athania. 
Nothing remained of the Illyrian oak but 
its Albanian aeorn. " 

By Prémeti, Klisyra_( Klisura}, and Te- 
pelena, and past crumbled fortresses which 
are assoctated with the memory of that 
tough old Turl-fighter, Ali Pasha, we came 
toa sunset view of Gjinokastra. Along the 
hilltop and down the V-shaped valley, its 
white roofs stretch like snows snuggling 
inmmountain-side crevices, Itshaxaar, with 
iis tiny, open-faced shops and medley 
of characters—the patriarchal Baba, the 
cigarette-seller asleep on his counter, the 
iliteracy-serving town crier with bell and 
yell, the draped and cowled figures which, 
while stgeesting medieval lepers, are 


‘daed; hence they readily acl 
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really only Mohammedan ladies in white— 


all this renders Gjinokuetra one of the 
mast colorful of Tosk towns.

Albanian inns hive not progressed mach 
beyond, say, thase of the Lyadwood Coach 
era. Often you avoid the inn and just 
sleep where you can—if you com At 
Gjinokastra we sought out a hill-perch- 
ny, cypress-ervircled fekhe—that is, a 
Moslem menastery—and threw ourselves 
upon the traditional hospitality of the Belk- 
tashute dervishes. 

Due to Turkey's centuries of local sway, 


southern and central Albanin-are still pre- 


ponderatingly Moslem, Because the priests 
of the early Christian church in Albania 


would not preach in the common tongue, 


her peaple were but nominally Christinn- 
an Islam 
which promised political protection. More 
than two-thirds of Albania’s 823,000 peo- 
ple are Mohammedans, while the balenece 
atheres to the Greek Orthedox and the 
Roman Catholic com@mmiines. 

Nothing could have been more charminy 
than our reception by the Bektashites’ au- 
pertor, Cross-leeged on rich mags, in a 
lang, cool room whose chasteness was umn- 
marred by any furniture, sat the green- 
turhaned, white-robed realization of be- 
nign hospitality, silver-bearded, twinkly- 

eved Baba Suleiman, his amber heads jn 
ane hand, his Koran im the other. 

Salaam, compliments, coffee. A hump 
backed, huge-nosed servitor,-straight out 
of the Aralidan Nights, who advancerd, 
bowing at intervals, whenever the Baba 
called, “Yahu!" (2 brother !), We con- 
versed at length concerning religious tol- 
enince and the truths common toall faiths. 
And he spoke to us this deep. saying: “It 
is only what man believes he hn formed 
that divides the world's religions, It is 
the still-unfotmed, for whieh we oll search, 
that makes mankind one.” 

There followed supper,eaten fromagreat 
copper tray, arciand which we grouped our- 
selvesoon the rug, Then the Arnbian 

Nights servitor ushered us by candleheht 
to two ceremoniously prepared ecneches. 
Whether the “four angels tound my bel” 
were Mohammedan or Christian, they 
brought two travel-weary mortals sweet

sleep amid the monastic peace of their 
surrouneding's. 

Next morning we found that no re- 
muneration was expected, Hospitality and 
tolerance center the Bektashites’ onde of 
simple picti¢s. “It is evil ta be full when 
others are empty,” Tans one of their say- 
ings, And agains “Itis evil to boast selt- 
rightequsness, denyme the good in others,” 

‘The Babagave us his blessing. Then we 


left him in contemplation, lifting ap 
eves to the hills. Somehow an old Bible 
verse stirred within us. Hebrew paalmist 
and Moliarnmedan monk—ire they, in 
their searchings, so very tar apart? 

That day we skirted intensifying tracts 
of olive groves terraced on the hillsides, 
down which we motored seaward, When 
almost within view of Saranda (Santi 
Quaranta) we encountered a rustic bower, 
sheathed entirely in leaves and perched 15 
feet im air on sapling shits. We ventured 
up its lulder, much to the surprise of the 
lonely watehman who inhabited the leaf 
house. It was hts job, he explained in ae- 
vents contracted Jong ago in some Massa- 
chusetts shoe factory, to watch over the 
olive-clad valley from this airy nest (181),

We climbed the outposts of Himara’s 
(Khornara) const-skirting range, only to 
fine) arelvts at the base of its. rugged 
wromontory, Mount Glossa, the Acroee- 
Tamia oftheancients: Now, Hnmarawas 
the classic Chimera, ancl certainly the hor- 
rendous, fire-exhaling monster thus named! 
in Greek fable had nothing on our car as 
it snirted amokily up the countless hairpin 
tums laid by war-time engineers. 

At last we achieved the summit. Be- 
yond, we dbasted down through cool pine 
woods and out upon a seashore drive that 
brought usto Von.

In two more days we made Berat: and 
Elbasani.. The mountains had distanced, 
vichling to ‘scenes Of uribroken plain land. 
dotted with cattle, bowered with fruit 
trees. antl crossed by two small but active 
rivers—a tefreshinp sight. _ | 

Assuredly water is wealth in Albania, 
She bas but two navigable rivers, and 
these are only partially and sexsonally so. 
Wasted torrents from the mountains in 
winter and bone-iry stream beds in sum 
mer—these are the extremes in’ the water 
problem of a country where the creation 
of storage lakes would be an economic 
bean, . :

sup's business what else we might men 
toda. We knew about the consirvatism 
of sailing-ship masters, and feared that if 
we opened our mouths about this film, 
other able seamen might be found and we 
should lose our job. There also was the 
possibility of the captain cabling to his 
owner-and raising the question of film 
rights and stich things. It is the film pro- 
ducers’ own fault that there extsts a world. 
wide impression that the outpouring of 
gold unlimited is a necessity, and even a 
mistime, to anyone concer! with the mak- 
ing of “pictures”; but we were not ordt- 
nary film producers and we had no gold. 

So we joined the ship atid did our work 
with the others and said nothing. In the 
course of time the Grace Yarwar anion. 
She was a lovely full-rigged ship, of 1,760 
tons, ideal for our purpose. She was 
Clycde-built, more than forty years old ; she 
had an open wheel and none of those labor- 
saving ceviecs—hbrace winches, halyard 
winches, and the like—of later dave. She 
was a penuine sister of the Horn of forty 
years ago—one of the last, if not the very 
last, fill-rigger actually to round the Horn, 
There are a few other full-ngged ships 
(Twesitela is one; the Swedish Af Chap- 
non and the German Grosshersogin Elisa- 
beth are others), but they do not go that 
way. They stay in kinder seas and never 
veriterre toward the Roarmy Forties and 
the graybeards of the Far South. 

In Wallaroo we discharged the Grace 
Aorgor's ballast, which she had broyght 
down from Wilmington, North Carolina, 
after discharging a cargo of Peruvian 
guano there, toward the end of 1q2a8) The 
hallast out, we took the wheat m. Half 
the crew ran away and others were shipped 
in theirstead, We took aboard, from the 
police, a curions Swedish-speaking Weet 
Indian negro who had deserted the Erik- 
zon hark Pesong not long before. He was 
« prohibited immigrant m Australia, being 
black, ancl ta avoid a $500 fine we had to 
take him with us ont of the country. He 
had been cook m the Penang, We had 
dur own cook, and the negro was merely 
to bea passenger. 

OFF ON A VOVACE OF SUFFERING AND 

CALAMITY 

The grain londed, the hatches: battened 
down and breakwaters built up on them, 
the sails bent and the gear all clear, the

negro aboard, the water tanks full and our 
joud sbegrd, the lifeboats lashed dawn and 
the wheel gear oiled, we dropped our muor- 
ings and put out to sex, That was on 
April 17,1929, Lt was not unt Scptem- 
her 3,138 days later, that we arrived at our 
destination. Inthe interval one of us was 
killed: a second went out of his mind: a 
third went overboard. We were short ot 
food and the ship leaked. We. tried to 
make for Cape Town in distress and could 
mot. We saw black albatrosses and en- 
diutred indescribable suffering off the Horn 
in the dead of winter. 

We might have known these things 
would happen, We had thirteen in our 
crew—thirteen hands. before the mast, I 
don't remember that we noticed it in Wal- 
laroo, before we left We remembered 
about it well enough afterwarit. 


A MOTLEY CREW GP YOUNGSTERS MANNED 
THE SHIP 


We had a Frenchman, a Londoner, four 
Australians, and the rest were Finns— 
Swedish-speakmg Finns, mostly from the 
Aland Islands, where the ship belonged. 
Only two of the crew had been round the 
Horn before, the Londoner and 1. 

The Londoner and T had been in more 
ships under the Finn flag than any of the 
Finns aboard. He had sated in Oltevbant; 
lin Lowhill and Herzogin Cecilie, The 
Finns were all first-vovage boys, some de- 
serters from other ships, two or three men- 
bers of the original crew who had joined 
the Grace Hartwor in Swansea nearly two 
years before, The average age of our 
crew was about 1g. Three had never beet 
to sen before, | 

But they were all fine boys and settled 
down manfully. They were strong and 
willing, which is a lot. ‘There was an en- 
tire absence of that old bickering spirit 
which was so evident insail’s hevday, when 
every forecastle had its boss, its bloodsherl, 
and its andercurrent of cliques and jeal- 
ousies. We had no febt the whole voyage. 
T have not seen a fight in a Finnish ship, 

We began the voyage well) We knew 
that it was coming on Witter then and 
praved for a quick run to the Horn, The 
Hern is bad enough in summer, and we 
did net want to prolong our passage of the: 
west winds petting there. In six davs we 
passed to the south of Tasmania, ‘That 
was pood.

l ¢ive sn extract or two from the 
diary of poor Ronald Walker, my reporter 
friend, scrupulously kept until the day he 
died, the hetter to describe this section of 
the voyage. He brought mew eves to i 
and a new mind. I had been that way 
before and had described it before, and did 
not see it with the same freshness. 

“May 16, 20 days out,” he wrote. 
“Looking back, those 2g days seem an in- 
tenminable age. Many strange things have 
happened ith them. . » »« Frenchman 
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and [ were sent aloft to make fast the fore 
upper topgallantsail this morung, mo 
hard squall which showed every sigt af 
developing moa real Cape Horn anorter, 
We climbed into the shrouds at-6-a. m,n 
pitch darkness. It was raining steadily 
and la seas were coming. 3 

wind had a cold sting in it which gradually 
iroze us to the marrow, in spite of heavy 
clothing; oilskins, and sea boots, 

“We were tip there for nearly two haurs, 
while a cold and cheerless dawn broke over 
the wind-torn sea, and we fought wath the 
sixiden sails ontil the work became a pai 
and a purgatory. The rain persistently 
drove at us, making our caps:sodden and 
qur oilskins sodden ; the coll water tickled 
down through erevices which nothing but 
water could find, Our fingers were: stiff 
and blie with the colt asl red with blood 
from tears with the jagged wire wear. - . . 

“At first we shivered when an icy finger 
of water found its way down our backs or 
up a sleeve, but soon we were se wet and 
so gold we ceased to care, fret wet and 
stay wet is the best policy for sailing ships. 
The greatest agony. of mond cotes when 
you change into comparative dry, only to 
lniow with horrible certainty that as soon 
as you go on deck again everything will 
be sodden through anc through once 
more, 

“May 19, qt davs. You stand a miser- 
able lookemt on the forecastle heal for 
hours, with plenty of tine for thought, but 
the antiiote for lerreaatol lies pust behind 
You, lowering mito the darkness, sweeping 
cn and on alone the rolling road, heaving 
ur otrerrulyliras a3 she meets a sea, mashing 
on again and on, indomitable, insuperable 
as fate.

“Great seas came up to meet the ship. 
thrusting at her, shouldering one another 
te get at her, like foothallérs ina nad 
footer ‘scrum, Up and sup they heave, 
gathering forthe blow.

“The stars shoot suddenly past the 
sfairs—not so bad with them ottt—career- 
ing madly across the sky.

“Hut the shattered sea crest has met its 
match. The warrlor’s phime has dropped ; 
the shi mp rises again, tumbling hundreds of

upon human prey. Balked of that, it-shifts 
whatever is movable ane snarls and hisses 
aot the hatch breakwaters, mneddeningly in- 
tent upon breaking them dow, . 

Lnder her load of 
hundreds of tons of seething water, she 
rolla on, teeovering her poise, steadying 
herself to tmect the next onslaught, | the 
next, and the next after that, For forty 


vears and more now she has been doing

ONE LIFE POR CAPER HORN 


On the 38th dav Walker was killed at 
his wark in the rigging.

Then, inthe last moment of light, we 
saw fim. It was a sea miracle, if ever 
there was ane.

We 
had teen on the point of giving up, We 
lav to heartily and soon had the boy hak 
aboard. We pulled him tn overt the stern 
and went back to the ship, which had been 
watching us and now ran slowly down- 
wind toward ws. The hoy was oncon- 
scious and nearly frozen to death, but he 
lived. He was among the lucky ones, 


ROUND CATE HORN—AT LAST! 

A few days afterward we were around! 
the Horn, and immediately the tempera- 
ture rose about 20 dezrees and our spirits 
with it, In reality we ran into 2 nasty 
snowstorm off the Falkiand Islands. which 
was every bit-as bad as anything the Pa- 
cic side of the Horn had piven ws, but 
we were in the Atlantic now and did not 
ron. 

Blow on, old gale! We did net mind. 
We knew that we should quickly come ta 
warmer latitudes and southeast trades, and 
so to the Line, the northeast trades, the 
Azores, and home. But we did not count 
pon too much just now, | . 

We took advantage of the Cape Horn 
currents to pass between the Falklands and 
the mainland of South America, which is 
an unusual way for sailing ships. Once 
past the Hom, we made good progress. 

t seemed that the Pacific had wreaked the 
ocean's wrath on us and delivered us to the 
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Atlantic with the gruff greeting: “Here, 
these dogs have had enqugh. Treat them 
well." 

THE SECOND MATE GOES MAD 


We were glad, and, as the davs and the 
weeks slipped by. came a little to forget 
What bad happeried carher in the voyage, 
But the sea was not done with ws yet, 

The second mate went mad with awful 
suddenness, We had no warning of it. 
We did not expect anything like that. We 
knew that he hall worred much over 
Walker's death, since he was officer of the 
watch, [ut it was net his fault. fr was 
not anyone's fault. It owas just one af 
those termbhle, inexplicable things that are 
always happening, yet never seem to re- 
move fram this earth persons that might 
well be done without. 

In the forecastle we worried much, too, 
but we had each other forcompany. There 
is no one more lonely than the sailing 
zhip's affecrs. We carrie! only two— 
first mate and second. They rarely were 
compaty for each other, for when one had 
the deck the «ther slept. 

The captain, 15 43 the sailor's style, kept 
himself to himeclf and spoke to the satl- 
maker for company. The nmtes lec) lonely 
lives, finding What companionship thev 
could mther own minds, The result was 
thatavhen scmething came to unhinge the 
mind of our second mate, there was none 
to. see how perilously near le was to brenk- 
ing down, Nobody notical until it was 
too late, 

‘We had anawful time with him. About 
that | would rather have littl ta say. It 
was not his fault, poordevil, We were all 
very sorry Tor him. We had to keep con- 
stant watch on him for the rest of the 
voyage lest he do himself harm. He tried 
to kill himself three times. It was very 
worrying. We tried to make for Cape 
Town to put him aboard some steamer we 
should see there mn the shipping lanes, but 
the wind changed and we could not make 
Cape Town. We saw no other ships. We 
were 104 davs at sea before we saw the 
sig of a steamer, anid then it was only a 
smudge of smoke on the horizon. The 
stilmg ship goes her own way about the 
world. far from the shipping lanes and 
away from the busy routes of the steamers. 
She may see other sailing ships, but rarely, 
until she reaches the shipping lines of the 
North Atlantic, anvthing of steamers. 


ROUNDING THE HORN 


We found the southeast trades mm 30 
depress south and stood up for the Line. 
Now the days were pleasant and the son 
shone, and fying fish leaped in fear froin 
the bone of

for three days. He was not frightened. 
We had no serew nor honking engines to 
frighten him away.

In the Greece Mor- 
mar we were becalnied only four doves, 
which was nothing. Then the wind came 
arain and we sneaked slowly on. 

By then the ship was very foul. Her 
top speed. with a strong wind, was little 
more than seven knots, though really she 
1 a wWell-lined vessel, capable of twelve 
knots and mare in favorable conditions. 
But she had net been m a drvodock for 
more than two years and her botton was 
very foul, She had lain jong months at an- 
chorages on West Coast ports and at Li- 
deritz Bay, in South West Africa. There 
are mo places worse tor fouling ships, and 
fouled ships cannot sail. 


THE EMERGENCY PG FALE THE CREW 


Another worry now beset us: We were 
shortot food. We had never had too mich, 
Now, as the davs passed. each took with it 
the last of some item on other of OnIT small 
een stick. Now it was the fast-rite, now 
the bast maresiroe. the lost sugar, the inst 
billy beet, the Inst peas. We had! little 
hat rather bad potatees, black, <uearless 
and mrkiess coffee, mod bread, There wos 
nstall pig which we had heen keeping to 
kill in the list emergency, We killed it in 
the northeast trades, only to find that it 
was diseased and could not be eaten.

Camerounis'a vast territory thad lies at 
the inner commer of the Gulf of Gumea, 
just where West Africa beoomes FEqquis- 
torial Africa. Ittouches the sea for a.rlis- 
tance of about 125 miles, aod then fans 
ort pigantically to reach the Sahara to the 
north, the Oubangui Riverte the east. aned 
Gabon colony at its lower bontedary. 
Tt is a gorgeous country, My wife and 
L traveled comtiraonsly ‘there for nearly 
half awear, and | know no better way to 
descril it than as arkl how we saw it. 
The steamer. passing throweh the 1 
mile channel between the hoge guarhan 
asses of the isis] of Fernando Po on 
one side and Mount Cameroons on the 
ather, turns eastward mto the mouth of a 
broad estuary. ‘To the south stretches an 
endless vista of low mangroveswarmp. On 
the left, Go miles away, ts the mountain, 
its peak rarely visible in se humid a climate. 
In midstreaty, to the annoyance of the 
captain, is the wreckage of two Gerinan 


ships deliberately sunk at the beginning of 
the World War to obstruct the passage. 

After several slow ‘imiles upstreaii— 
we arrived before daybreak and the tem- 
periture was already over 9o"—Doualn, 
the “big town,” becomes vistile.
